At 8rproxlr.ately 2:00 m, HoveTntor 22, 1963, I entered the rear exit door of 
the Texas Tb«atre, 231 "est Jefferson Boulevard, vith three other uniformed 
police officers. We vere net by a nan dressed in Civilian clothes, who toU 
T18 that the suspect, that had acted suspicious as he ran into the theatre, 
vas sitting at the rear alone, vearing a brovn shirt. I noticed that there 
vere only 10 or 15 people sitting in the theatre. The house lights tecame 
dim and I valkod into the row of seats directly behind tKO men seated in the 
center and made a quick search of their persons and found no «eapon. I then 
valked out of the row and up the rear towards the suspect. VThen I got within 
one foot of him. I told the suspect to get on his feet. He stood up imodiately, 
bringing his hands up about *oulder high and saying, "l-ell, it's all over now." 
I was reaching for his vaist and he struck mc on the nose with his left hand. 
Vath hift riFht hand, he reached to his vaist and both of our hands were on « 
pistol that was stuck in his belt ur^der his shirt. Ve both fell into the 
seats stTuggling for the pistol. At this time I. yelled, "I've got him." 
Three uniformed officers came to my aid ir.-nediately. One on the suspect's left, 
one to the rear in the row behind and one to the front in tt« row direcUy in 
front of the Eoisj^ot and I. T managod to Get my ri#.t hand on the pistol over 
the suspect's hand. I could feel his hp.nd on tl« trigger. I then got a secure 
grip on the butt of the' pistol. I jerked the pistol and as it was c:i£arinE the 
suspect's clolhing and grip I heard the snap of tte hamiBor and the pistol crossed 
over my left cheeck, causing a four inch scratch.

I tro«aJ.t tl-.e pistol a«ay stiU hclding the b.tt and pointing It to tl,e floor 
.t anns lensth avay fro. anyone. By t.i. ti.e t... vere 7 or 8 officer, around 
the ocene including detectives 1. plain clothes. I recognized Officer Bob 
Carroll and handed the pletol to him. 1 vas holding the surpect vith left 
ar». The suspect .as then taVen out of the theatre V.the assisting officers. 

This vas the last contact I had vith the ..spect. I .narVed the pistol and 
six rounds at Centrsl Station. Tho pri.er of one round «as dented on >^sfire 
at the time of the struggle vith the aspect.
